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Jonas Hallgrimsson, 81 years old, now 
living in Iceland, and not in the greatest of 
health, has written to the editor, asking 
for a mild assist. (I note, from my mailing 
list, that Jonas is a life member of both 
NBRSA and IBS). Jonas has all five is- 
sues of “The Ultimate in Rifle Precision”, 
dated 1949-1950-1951-1954 and 1958. 
These are hard cover books, dealing with 
rifle accuracy, and specifically with 
benchrest accuracy, published by the 
NBRSA, and edited by Townsend 
Whelan, back in the years shown. They 
are difficult to find at any time, but to finda 
complete collection of the five at one 
place and time is a major collecting ac- 
complishment. The editor does have all 
five in his personal collection, but it took 
me well over a year of very active search- 
ing. Jonas has sent me his five issues, in 
excellent condition, and asked me to sell 
them for him. The price is $225.00, 
checks should be made payable directly 
to Jonas Hallgrimsson, and | suggest that 
you call first, to let me know that you want 
the books. We also have a duplicate copy 
of 1954, price is $37.50 for that one single 
issue (a 350 plus page hardcover book). 

Jonas sent me seven books to sell for 
him... the five book complete collection 
of “The Ultimate’, the duplicate copy of 
the 1954 issue... and the collectors book 
... “Twenty-Two Caliber Varmint Ri- 
fles” by C.S. Landis, published in 1947. If 
you are serious about the pursuit of ex- 
treme rifle accuracy, and you don’t have 
this book ... you’re missing the boat. 
You've got to have two C.S. Landis books 

. this one, and “Woodchucks and 
Woodchuck Rifles” also by C.S. Landis, 
this one published in 1951. If you only 
shoot the 6PPC, 27.5 grains of H322 with 
one of the top level bullet maker’s prod- 
ucts on top . . . it may not be the book for 
you. But, if you've ever dreamed of things 
that were ... confound it, you’ve got to 
have these two C.S. Landis books. When 
allis said and done, the sport of benchrest 
shooting, as we know it today, did not 
evolve from a scientific think tank. Rather 
it evolved from the varmint hunters of the 
New York State - Pennsylvania border. In 
1947 Harvey Donaldson sent out a call, an 
invitation, to gather at the Pine Tree Rifle 
Club, at Johnstown, New York, for the 
first benchrest match, over the Labor Day 
weekend. The invitation went to wildcat-

with whom Harvey was familiar. Harvey 
Donaldson himself, whose one thought, 
throughout his life, his one mission, his 
one drive .. . was to find ‘‘the ultimate in 
rifle precision’, was to abandon the 
Schuetzen game somewhere around 
1935, and to move into the world of jack- 
eted bullet varmint rifles, and wildcats.

CASE NECK TENSION 


Phil Sauer 


Dear Dave: 

This letter is to admit my confusion 
about neck tension and explain the little | 
know. Like yourself, I’ve noticed that 
some times loose necked rounds will 
shoot in the same group as my standard 
medium tension ammo. (| use medium 
tension in hopes that | won't injure the 
rear of the bullet during seating.) But I’m 
positive that, carried to extremes, neck 
tension differences do change the way 
ammo groups, at least in some guns. 

| found this out on the best shooting gun 
| ever owned. It was a rail gun chambered 
for a blown out 222. The first time | took it 
to the range | found | had forgotten my 
neck seater so after fire forming | started 
load development with necks so loose 
that the bullets rattled around having no 
firm contact with the neck walls. Shortly | 
had a load of H335 that made one group 
after another in the mid 1’s (ten shoters, 
man). Gees, super. I’m a cinch to win the 
Nationals. 

| worried about having the bullets so 
loose so next trip to the range | have my 
neck sizer. Load em up with my super load 
and the best | can do for five shots is 0.4. 
Well | frantically tightened everything that 
had threads and greased everything that 
didn’t. Didn’t help a damn! Cleaned hell 
out of it. Put out more wind flags. Didn't 
help a damn! Made sure | had the same 
primers and powder and cases. Bullets 
from the same box. | made em myself so 
they had to be good. Didn't help a damn! 
Decided to change powder charge. 

Tighter neck tension should require 
less powder (I thought) but less powder 
made things worse. (You wouldn’t think 
they could get worse). Only one other di- 
rection to go. Up! | go up one Culver click 
at a time and it looks better and better 
until at 4 clicks above my loose neck load 
the gun is hammering them into the ones 
again. 

Admittedly the case described here is 
extreme in that it compares very loose, 
with very very tight. But it convinces me 
that neck tension makes a difference. 

Another related matter that probably 
obscures the neck tension issue is bullet 
seating. Leaving out, for the moment, the 
rattle seated bullets and comparing medi- 
um tension to tight tension (don’t ask fora 
definition), it is reasonable to expect 
ammo that is seated firmly on the lands to

be less sensitive to neck tension than 
ammo with the bullets backed off a little 
way. In my experience this seems to work 
and is probably partly responsible for our 
finding it necessary to move the bullet out 
a bit as the throat wears. Presumably 
throat resistance, when there is no jump, 
is large enough so the differences in neck 
tension become trivial in their effect on 
the ammo behavior. | imagine this only 
holds true for neck tensions in excess of 
some critical amount. Of course | don’t 
know where the critical is or how to mea- 
sure it to start with. 

Well now. It certainly didn’t take long to 
say all! had to say did it. | guess there are 
advantages to having limited understand- 
ing. 

O yeah. Did! win the Nationals with that 
gun? Hell no. | had to go to the barrel 
maker and admit that | had fired acleaning 
rod thru it. That bulged the barrel and of 
course ended its accuracy life. Boy that is 
an experience. Never found the cleaning 
rod either. 

Your second question is what factors 
cause cases to become tight. | think all of 
the things you mention contribute to the 
problem. Hot loads. Funny brass and the 
bolt face being misaligned with the bolt 
body. Difficult extraction is not peculiar to 
just certain cartridges. I’ve had members 
of the 222 family get so tight | wanted to 
ask for volunteer help to raise the bolt. 

| had one experience on this subject 
that has always served to heighten my 
confusion. When | was just getting start- 
ed on this bench rest lunacy and had only 
a heavy varmint, Art Girard urged me to 
try his other unlimited gun. It was a 22-45 
and | was using 4198. | wasn’t doing very 
well (in other words about normal) and Art 
kept telling me to put in more powder. | 
kept going up until the primers were loose 
enough to scare me. | still shot normally 
poor. But the thing that impressed me 
was that no matter how hot the loads 
were, the bolt operation needed only my 
little finger. Several months later | had a 
chance to ask the man who made the ac- 
tion and chambered the barrel what the 
heck he did to get that result. Well the old 
son of agun just smiled and put on his wis- 
est expression and indicated that it was 
his secret. | don’t know to this day wheth- 
er he knew something or if that rifle was a 
lucky accident. Where is that rifle now? 
Girrard sold it to a guy who never goes to 
matches any more. | hope he knows what 
he’s got. | know another guy who has a 
companion to that rifle. I'll try to find out 


whether it exhibits that same quality. 

You also ask whether hard bolt lift both- 
ers me. Do the people in hell want ice 
water? If you happen to look you'll see 
that | use a 2” extension on my bolt han- 
dies even the unlimited ones that started 
life longer than their brethren. A hard bolt 
lift screws up my sand bags and makes 
my arthritic hands ache like the dickens. 

I've done a lot of experimenting with 
various systems of resizing and have 
found two methods that work well. They 
do take time tho and are kind of hard to fit 
between relays ata small match. The sim- 
plest is to design a chamber reamer and 
resizer reamer as a set so that the right 
amount of sizing is done at the right spots 
on the cases. This means, of course, that 
some one has to make a die from the 
resize reamer. If a little fore thought is 
used the resizer makes a suitable rough- 
ing reamer. The other way which turns 
out to be easier to use is to make a two die 
set that works as follows: 

1.) A ring die is made with a 7/8 x 14 
male thread and a bore that has a slight 
wasp waist. The main part of the bore is 
just over the size of the base of the tight 
brass. The bore tapers slightly to 0.002” 
under the tight brass size. A punch is 
made to fit in the ram of your press. The 
cases are lubed and forced completely 
thru this die. 

2.) Ashoulder bumping die is made with 
the same reamer that made your cham- 
ber. A 7/8 x 14 male thread is machined on 
the outside of the die. The die is adjusted 
in your press until it just barely reduces 
the bolt lift force when the cases are 
chambered. 

There is a good reason for using one of 
these two systems. If a commercial sizer 
is used to reduce bolt friction, usually the 
chamber and the die are mismatched 
enough so that some part of the brass is 
sized down too much and the cases fail 
rather early. Mine always pull apart at the 
rear at the stretch line where the web 
ends. 

On the subject of new lot vs. old lot of 
PPC brass. I’ve never had any of the origi- 
nal brass and so have never made any 
comparisons. | am of the opinion that any 
one hoping to develop a cartridge that 
shoots better aggregates than the 6 PPC 
is going to have a tough time proving that 
he has succeeded. I’m one of the guys 
who is working with the wasp case. I’m 
getting terrific results thus far. But I’m not 
foolish enough to think that I’ve proven 
anything.

Dear Dave 

The amount of neck tension that is 
best, when the task at hand is achieving 
maximum accuracy out of a benchrest 
rifle, has several other factors that have 
to be dragged into consideration .. . the 
heel size of the bullet, shape of the bullet, 
the amount of clearance on the neck por- 
tion of a loaded round in the chamber, as 
well as the kind and amount of powder 
used. | have always used very light ten- 
sion on my bullets, and | think that is the 
general way most people in our game set 
up their brass. My rule of thumb is that | 
must be able to seat the bullet on a neck 
sized case with thumb pressure, but not 
be able to pull it back out or move it be- 
tween my thumb and index finger. My 
6PPC chambers are .261 neck, and | cut 
my cases to measure .260 with the bullet 
that | plan to shoot. Since bullet size var- 
ies, | have three cutters set up to cut the 
neck precisely for the particular bullet 
those cases were designated for. I’ve 
never been able to get my personal guns 
to shoot as well with a lot of neck tension. 
We have found the same to be true with 
our super accurate hunting rifles, even 
though a compromise has to be made 
there because of the magazine use of 
ammo in hunting situations. If you have 
your cases with light neck tension, and 
maybe a few of them are at the point were 
they have just about no tension, they will 
still print with the others. However if you 
have a tight one in there it will not print in 
the same place. It can’t, because the 
pressure curve is greater. I’ve seen it dis- 
play a higher pressure sign on the primer 
in that particular case. 

The case is very critical, and | always 
want at least 10 match cases as near the 
‘same and perfectly made as possible. | 
weigh the cases at first, but my final sort- 
ing is done on the target. | shoot each tar- 
get mothball with one shot, and sort the 
cases according to their point of impact. 
The cases | have out of the 25 | start with 
that print the same twice, after careful 
forming, are my match cases. | make a 
special kick back chambered button die 
(which full length sizes my case neck, and 
bumps the shoulder back .003 each time). 
| don’t shoot hot loads, and | can wear a 
barrel out with two sets of cases (40 piec- 
es) without ever using a full length resize 
die. 

I’m familiar with the perplexing problem 
of some of your brass losing their neck 
tension before others. | have a theory on 
the subject (but it’s just that, an opinion, 
not proven fact). Case brass is relatively 
quite soft before it is fired; the Rockwell B 
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readings on those cases you are about to 
fire form would certainly vary quite a bit. 
So you start out with one strike against 
you. Secondly, brass has to work harden 
before it reaches its point of greatest 
strength and durability. If the brass has 
not had three firings, the total malability 
differs the greatest. | hit my cases pretty 
hard on their first firing, because at this 
point you have the greatest amount of 
soft brass to properly form. | jam a 68 
grain bullet in the rifling and set my Jones 
or Culver measure on 43-44 clicks of 
4198. | shoot that load three times, then | 
run my cutter over the necks again. | then 
shoot 47 clicks with the bullet seated 
properly once, and then | begin sorting 
them by testing them on the target as was 
previously described. | still get acase that 
loses its tension from time to time, but it’s 
not as much of a problem as it used to be. 
Some shooters just can not get their 
brass right; the turning of the neck can 
vary several tenths just by changing the 
way that you hold the cutter. You need to 
be left alone, and devote total concentra- 
tion to precisely repeating the procedure, 
case after case. | sometimes think that it 
would be interesting to thoroughly check 
out a case that you are about to discard 
because it will not print its bullets into the 
group. | theorize that we would find that 
the case has completely lost its ability to 
flex and spring back because it has totally 
work hardened before the other cases. 
The shooter that is forced to frequently 
full-length resize could have any one of a 
number of problems. His load does not al- 


ways tell us a finite answer . .. maybe he 
has a super hot batch of 322, maybe he 
has some fat 68 grain bullets (6 or 7 tenths 
oversize), maybe he has a .2355 bore on 
top of the rifling, with a .2430 bore diame- 
ter... which certainly would turn up a few 
signs of too hot aload. Maybe the shooter 
might have his problem with the gun itself. 
Is the chamber oversized, or out of 
round? The clearance between his 
boltnose and the back of the barrel could 
be too great, causing his case to swell on 
the back end, causing sticking. One has to 
suspect that something is wrong with a 
gun that too often requires full length siz- 
ing. 

| do not want tight fitting cases at all; a 
little tension on the bolt handle is normal. 
Any extra effort to load and unload your 
bench gun just disrupts your concentra- 
tion, and will kill your chances completely 
with a rail gun, because you will be upset- 
ting it during loading and unloading. We 
are back to the same problems as before. 
Either the load is too hot, his lugs are 
galled, or his gun is mechanically incor- 
rect somewhere. | never shoot tight and 
loose cases on the same target. 

I’ve done a lot of observing of the top 
shooters; and it seems to me that the guy 
that is always in the race, year after year, 
is the guy who does not shoot real hot 
loads. You cannot be consistent and 
shoot hot loads. It magnifies every prob- 
lem ... fouling, case trouble, gun han- 
dling, barrelerosion. . . to me it just does- 
n't make good sense.

Question #1 - neck tension. 

| like a very light neck tension for my 
benchrest guns. | guess that | should 
point out that this should not be done for a 
hunting rifle with a tubular magazine, or 
even clip-fed guns. The bullets could be 
seated deeper by the recoil of the gun. 
Hunting guns should have firm neck ten- 
sion, unless you load them single shot. 

| came upon the value of light neck ten- 
sion rather slowly. My 6 PPC chambers 
are cut with a .263 neck diameter reamer. 
I started out with .0095 neck thickness on 
the 13 new cases that | got with my first 
chambering job. PPC cases were in one of 
their periods of short supply at that time. 
My brother Joe gave me some used cases 
that he picked up somewhere. The necks 
in these cases were much thinner than my 
new brass. As | recall there was a can full 
of them, .22 PPC and 6 PPC mixed to- 
gether. | only intended to use them as 
foulers and sighters. The necks on these 
used cases were different thicknesses, 
and the cases were all sorts of different 
lengths. | sorted them into different lots 
by slipping a flat base bullet into the fired 
case necks, and tried to judge if they were 
tighter or looser. | then trimmed them toa 
uniform length. These cases shot better 
than my new ones. The handwriting was 
on the wall, but | wasn’t seeing it at the 
time. My sizing die was overworking the 
new cases, and they wouldn’t shoot 
worth a darn. The case capacity on the 
new cases was noticeably less, and they 
weighed about 5 grains more than the old 
cases. This is when | decided to weigh all

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my PPC cases when | get them, to make 
sure that | don’t have two lots mixed to- 
gether. 

| decided to neck turn the new cases to 
.0085. The necks opened up slightly when 
they were forced on to the neck turner 
mandrel. On their next firing they shot 
well, as turned, but after resizing them the 
neck tension was a little stronger than | 
wanted. They were all right for boat tails, 
but a little tighter for the flat bases. Once 
again | turned them; this time to .0082. 
This was just about right for my sizing die. 
| was now finally beginning to see the writ- 
ing on the wall, as now | was beginning to 
get the kind of accuracy that | wanted... 
with a light neck tension. 

| use a .258 button that was lapped out 
to be about midway between .258 and 
.259. | had this button from my 6 BR days, 
and strange as it may seem, this is the 
only button that | own today. | have been 
able to match the neck thickness of my 
brass to both the button and the full length 
die. The full length die is what | use most, 
and that is what | really wanted to match. 
It gives me versatility in loading. 

Since that beginning | have acquired 
plenty of cases. | left some at .0085 for 
boat tails. | generally turn my cases to 
.0082 now, after fire forming. These are 
good for flat base bullets when sized with 
my .258¥%2 button, or full length sized for 
boat tails. 

As these cases begin to pick up some 
wear from cleaning them inside and out, 
their neck thickness gets down to .0078 
to .008, and this is where | have found 
them to shoot best. When these .0078 - 
.008 cases are neck sized with the .258¥2 
button only, they are perfect for a slip fit 
finger set with Euber flat base bullets. 
(See my article in Sept. ’85 issue). When 
full length sized the bullets are just held 
for a light neck tension with Euber flat 
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base, or finger seat for boat tails. | re- 
moved the expander button from my full 
length die as it does not touch anyway at 
this neck thickness. My chambers are 
minimum, and no lube is needed for full 
length sizing in my Bonanza die. | use it 
mostly to push the shoulder back .002 to 
.003 for easy chambering and also for 
added neck tension when needed. | have 
three barrels that will shoot with the same 
setting, all chambered with the same 
reamer. This will correct the slight differ- 
ences in each chamber, and | can inter- 
change cases from one barrel to another. 
If the cases come out of a different barrel 
with larger dimensions | cannot size them 
down to fit with this die. It is almost like a 
neck sizing die. When | have a situation 
such as this (cases fired in a different, 
larger chamber), | borrow my brother's 
die, and | have to use case lube. 
Question #2 - hard extraction. 

I never have this problem as | mostly full 
length size at the matches. My loads are 
never so hot that the case head swells (in 
the PPC). | have one gun that never needs 
to be full length sized, yet before | made it 
into a PPC, it was a 6 BR, and in those 
days its cases needed frequent full length 
sizing. My brother Joe has a gun of the 
same make, and it never has its cases 
need full length sizing either. These were 
chambered by two different gunsmiths. | 
have a theory (and it is just a theory) that 
some guns may have ever so slightly soft- 
er metal (than others) in the lug area, and 
may be allowing slight springing. In any 
event, regular lubing of the bolt lugs is 
very important. 

| will not use cases in a match that are 
swelled at the head. My dies will not size 
them down when they reach this point. If 
one has to pound the bolt open you are 
disturbing your track in the bags, and | 
don’t think you are doing your scope a 
world of good either. Neither are you help- 
ing your concentration on your shooting. 
Cases that have reached this point need 
to be lubed, and full length sized with adie 
that fits. Dies are variable in size, and so 
are chambers. | tried three different PPC 
dies, and each of them sized just a little 
differently than the others.

Dear Dave: 

In response to your letter of March 22, | 
am sorry for taking so long, but | have 
been quite busy in the shop. 

As to question #1, | like a .264 or .263 
neck. | like to have as much brass as pos- 
sible in the neck area and still have the 
case clean up. When | turn my cases, | fire 
them twice, and turn them again. The sec- 
ond turning just skims a very fine amount, 
and | think it makes a better job on the 
necks. | don’t think | have ever experi- 
enced having to go down and then back 
up with the bushing size, although | have 
had some cases that, after having been 
shot many times, | have had to go down a 
thousandth or two to maintain the medi- 
um neck tension that | like. | do not think a 
great deal of neck tension is the answer if 
you want top accuracy. It doesn't happen 
often, but If | have a case that doesn’t 
print with the others | do not make a sight- 
er of it; | simply do away with it. | don’t 
think sighter cases are a good idea, be- 
cause if the case will not group on the re- 
cord, then it will lie to you on the sighter; 
and, if you can’t believe your sighter tar- 
get, you are lost. 

Question #2: As far as cases becoming 
tight after a few firings with warm loads, | 
think that it is the fault of the brass and not 
something wrong with the gun. If you will 
remember back to the first PPC brass that 
we had, we didn’t have this problem. Now 
with regard to difficulty in raising and low- 
ering the bolt, this does bother me, and | 
don’t think you can shoot good groups 
with a tight bolt (particularly if you have to 
shoot fast). | adjust my full-length die with 
the firing pin assembly removed from the 
bolt; in this way, | can size just enough to 
make the bolt close easily and still main- 
_ tain shoulder contact in the chamber. | do 
not have a set number of firings before | 
size the cases; | size them whenever nec- 
essary to maintain an easy bolt closing. 

May all your groups be official scream- 
ers!

Dear Dave: 

Question #1 — Like you, | don’t like a 
lot of seating effort as | feel it is easier to 
detect variations in tension. | have not en- 
countered the problem you stated of ten- 
sion varying from shoot to shoot. When a 
case feels ‘‘loose’’, | set it aside. To di- 
gress a moment, your statement about 
your ‘‘Match Cases” and anything else 
being demoted to sighters is a statement 
I've heard other shooters make. I’ve often 
wondered how those shooters learn from 
a sighter shot if there is a chance it is a 
substandard round. | can see it as a fouler 
but I try to have 15 to 20 cases that are as 
near alike as | can detect. Personally, | 
make the initial selection of cases by vol- 
ume (after at least 2 firings) rather than by 
weight. 

Question #2 — | can see where a mis- 
alignment could certainly cause some 
closing effort but | would think it would be 
noticeable on the second firing just as 
much as the fifth or sixth. Whenever | hear 
people talk about a particular gun shoot- 
ing better if the cases are full length sized 
after every shot, | feel that action and bar- 
rel probably are not aligned. | was sur- 
prised to read your statement about the 
1985 PPC issue of soft brass, and it is 
soft. My experience has been more firings 
between ‘‘bumping’’ the shoulder back 
but not many firings before the cases 
were scrap. Too bad one of the primer 
manufacturers doesn’t offer .002, .004, 
etc. oversize primers. | don’t feel good 
about hard closing on cases but at the 
same time they do seem to print in the 
group. The exception is, if you're not 
100% sure that your case length isn’t the 
culprit. THAT WILL make a difference! 
Hard closing and opening bothers me 
more because it disturbs the gun on the 
bags. 

Do you ever wonder why you have all 
these problems and Liz doesn’t?

Dear Dave, 

Since my competitive shooting days 
are behind me, | will have to answer your 
letter as a working gunmaker, rather than 
an on-the-line shooter. 

About 1970 there were possibly 20 
shooters in the entire country that were 
into the pursuit of accuracy at a level that 
the points that you raise in your letter 
might occur to them, and might worry 
them. Today, in 1986, | suspect that there 
are 200 shooters in the country who are at 
a level where they can appreciate the 
questions that you raise. | further suspect 
that, of that 200, only half can use and 
read a micrometer competently. 

One thing that is critically important 
that you realize . . . the PPC case of 1986 
is one heck of a lot different than the PPC 
case of 1980! Some 1980 cases that | 
checked, at their time of purchase, had a 
Rockwell B hardness of B 84.7. | just re- 
ceived some cases from Bob Pease re- 
cently, and their Rockwell B readings 
were in the 64.5-66.5 range. The 1986 
cases are a lot softer than the 1980 
cases, that’s for sure! 

Guns that a top level shooter will use in 
matches, for which he frequently travels 
hundreds of miles, should be occasionally 
checked by an accuracy gunsmith. If 
there is .0005 slope to your bolt face, and 
you are pushing the yield point of the case 
with hot loads, you are darn sure going to 
have to full length resize, and soon!

CASE NECK TENSION 
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Rick Hornbeck 


Dear Dave 

Seating pressures, as well as neck ten- 
sion pressures, are actually controlled by 
a number of factors: brass hardness char- 
acteristics (differs from lot to lot of the 
same make), bullet uniformity, flat base or 
boat tail, load pressure levels, and the 
amount of neck tension that we select by 
the size of the resizing button or other re- 
loading deice used by the shooter. 

First, brass hardness, as well as work 
hardness characteristics. Some work 
hardening takes place from day one, 
when you just start to use the brass. I sus- 
pect that all cases in a given lot work hard- 
en at different rates. How often the case is 
full length resized, and how much working 
of the brass you do when reloading are all 
factors. 

Flat base bullets all have some level of a 
pressure ring at the very base. Some will 
have only a ten thousandths or so, others 
will have a thousandths, others more yet. 
If the case neck is sized 1/3 to 1/2 of its 
length, the pressure ring will open up the 
sized area, and the base of the bullet will 
be seated below the sized area. If the 
neck pressure is very light, and it often is, 
and/or the brass of a case or two has 
some level of work hardness, that brass 
will not spring back as much as it did when 
new, and now we have a bullet with some- 
thing less than the normal neck tension. 

In the case of boat tail bullets, the 
above should not apply. Boat tail bullets 
do not have a base pressure ring. If the 
neck tension changes from round to 
round then, I’d have to suspect that we 
have a bullet with a tapered bullet body. 
This was experienced recently with a fel- 
low shooter’s reloads. The neck was 
sized somewhere between 1/3 and 1/2 its 
length, and the bullet in question had a 
slight taper from the body base forward. A 
half thousandths smaller button correct- 
ed the problem of loose seated bullets. | 
don’t know ifa slightly tapered bullet body 
is bad or not. . . | never did any testing on 
the subject, nor have | seen any tests con- 
ducted by others on the subject. The 
pressure ring, or body taper, when seated 
to lighter neck tension levels, in cases 
with different degrees of work hardening, 
will result in different seating pressures. 

I've tried case selection methods by 
every school of thought on the subject 
over the last three decades, and I’m hard 
pressed to say that any one of themis the 


way to go. My basic concept is to have 
everything as close to the same in all 
things as | can get, and that’s what! try for 
with my brass selection. 

If your individual hot spot is to select 
brass by weight, then it just makes basic 
sense to me that FIRST you trim all cases 
to a common length, deburr the inside of 
the flash hole, and turn the neck. Then 
weigh the little rascals. The objective is to 
remove all the case error that can be re- 
moved before selection. 

After the brass is put into use, periodic 
re-turning of the necks seems to be a 
good idea to me, since case neck brass 
does some flowing about with use. Thisin 
turn will have an adverse effect on the 
task of maintaining uniform neck tension. 
| sure buy the importance of neck uniform- 
ity, which TJ Jackson has expressed so 
very well in PS. 

If the case is tight when | close the bolt, 
it is time to full length re-size. It’s usually 
more convenient to do this at the time of a 
range change, but if you gotta do it half- 
way through a range agg, then that’s 
when you gotta doit. The Neil Jones (Cus- 
tom Products) die helps control this fac- 
tor. His newest die is great. 

| can’t prove to myself, on paper, that a 
super light bullet tension is all that impor- 
tant. And I've really tried and tried, after 
others have written up their favorable re- 
sults with this practice in the magazine. 
And sure as shootin’, I'll get my best 
groups with a given rifle with a level of 
neck tension that requires some effort to 
pull the bullet. If | can pull a bullet with Al 
Davidson's bullet puller, I'll go for that 
neck tension. If not, I'll go up in my sizing 
button size until | can. If you recall, | pulled 
one of your bullets with Al’s tool, and in 
that case, had to use some effort to do it. 
But we got it out, and you went back and 
put some powder in the case for another 
try. (Editor: it was done deliberately, so | 
could watch how Rick used the Davidson 
bullet puller.). 

| feel that the reason for tight bolt clos- 
ing with the PPC case is brass flow in the 
area of the shoulder and case body. If we 
cut a well used PPC case in half, we will 
find a thinning area just at this point within 
the forward edge of the case body, about 
.040” wide. It’s no fault of the case when 
we take a hard look at the breach pres- 
sures of our loads. 

If the rifle shoots well, there can’t be 
much wrong with the neck tension in use, 
regardless of the seating pressure level 
that is being used.

Dear Dave, 

On the subject of neck tension in a load- 
ed round: | prefer to load my cases with a 
moderately tight neck tension. Some 
folks | know, who shoot quite well, like to 
be able to seat their bullets with no more 
than light thumb pressure on the seater 
top — however, | believe that if you are 
able to move the seated bullet with your 
fingers, it is too loose. Many times, during 
the heat of competition, when | am shoot- 
ing very quickly (most of the time), the 
ammo is handled quite roughly, being lit- 
erally thrown into the action and slammed 
home with the bolt. (Sometimes they 
bounce out, and are thrown in again.) | do 
not have time to be gentle with them, but | 
do not want the bullet to move during this 
process, and alter the seating depth — 
the relationship of bullet ogive to lands so 
painfully worked out in arriving at the best 
load for a given rifle. The 6PPC chambers 
| shoot, as cut by Harold Broughton, mea- 
sure about .2615 in the neck. Our Fowler 
bullets are .2432 on the pressure ring. | 
turn my case necks to .0083, which gives 
a total loaded round clearance in the 
chamber neck of about 1/2 thousandths. | 
use a Wilson neck sizing die with a .258 
bushing, which gives me the tension I like. 

While it is true that after shooting a set 
of cases many times, they will begin to 
loosen up somewhat in the neck due to 
wear and erosion, this is generally a grad- 
ual and evenly spread development within

the set, given that one rotates the cases 
in the shooting block, and doesn’t try to 
shoot the same five cases for every 
group. By the time the necks have be- 
come too loose, the primer pockets are 
usually too loose also, anditis time to turn 
some new cases anyway. | really have no 
explanation for why you say your neck 
tension varies back and forth from one 
match to the next, unless it could be that 
you are using a few cases in your block 
most of the time while the others sit idle, 
and you are inadvertantly comparing the 
worn cases to the nearly unused ones. In- 
cidentally, if | understand your statement 
correctly, | might suggest that you are 
making a basic tactical error if you are 
going to the line with two different types 
of cases. What do you do if you have a 
“match” case in the chamber, conditions 
change, and it becomes necessary to 
shoot a sighter? Do you unload the 
“match” case, and load a ‘‘sighter’’ 
case? What if the flags now turn around 
and there is your original condition, beck- 
oning you to finish your group quickly? Do 
you re-arrange the cases again? Why on 
earth would you want to add this distract- 
ing mental exercise to the shooting equa- 
tion? All the cases you carry to the line 
should be exactly the same in your mind, 
so that you can devote all of your atten- 
tion and concentration to where it be- 
longs, on the conditions. Too often, the 
time lost in such shuffling will lose you the 
group, and the match. 

Regarding your second question, as to 
‘‘tight’’ cases, | have found that this phe-

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nomenon is directly proportional to the in- 
tensity of the load. When | was using 
heavy charges of 4198, and pushing the 
bullet about 200 feet per second faster 
than the average 6PPC loading, it was 
necessary to full-length resize after about 
4 or 5 firings. With H322, at 52 clicks on 
the Culver, at a velocity of 3200 to 3300 
f.p.s., the cases seem to go almost indefi- 
nitely before requiring full length resizing. 
| do not believe that the tight cases are 
necessarily indicative of something out of 
line. Any cartridge, if fired hot enough and 
often enough, will result in sticky cases. 
As to my preference for tight or loose 
cases, | do not like tight cases for only one 
reason. It is not that they affect accuracy 
in any way — they will go in the same hole 
with the others — it is that they slow me 
down. When you have to spend precious 
extra time wrestling open a bolt, some- 
times rocking your gun completely out of 
position, you have lost valuable seconds 
in which you could have finished your 
group under the same condition, but now 
have to re-calculate for a switch which oc- 
curred just two seconds after your fifth 
shot.

Dear Dave, 

Your question on neck tension, match- 
ing brass, tight cases, and things along 
this line, that affect accuracy, should 
bring several different responses, be- 
cause just about every combination 
seems to work. 

Neck tension fits into the category of 
seating depth and other things that vary 
pressure in the chamber. Tension should 
be consistent whether tight, loose, or in 
between. | don’t believe one should mix 
cases of different tension, even though 
they often go in the same hole. Some- 
times they do not, and that is what gets a 
shooter in trouble. | prefer a nice snug fit, 
without too much effort to seat bullet. 
Seating must be smooth and even, espe- 
cially if one is jumping the lands. Neck ten- 
sion seems to be not as critical with the 
bullet seated snugly in the lands. Fitted 
necks or tight necks have the most poten- 
tial for accuracy, if done as Mike Walker 
explained in the March issue. T.J.

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Jackson’s method of boring and turning 
necks is also a good one. Both of these 
methods would require machining skill 
that the average shooter does not have. 
Mike Walker touched on the subject of 
neck sizing being an imprecise operation. 
This, | am in agreement with, and the 
more aneck is reduced in sizing, the more 
imprecise it becomes. The S.M.C. case | 
shoot has unturned necks because | am 
working the neck .005. It is of little or no 
benefit to turn necks within .0001 and 
have them run out better than .001 after 
sizing. | believe fitted necks are the best 
way of getting consistent neck tension if 
done like Mike explained. 

Matching brass for a set of match cases 
is quite a ritual with me. Measuring case 
wall concentricity, however, is not one of 
the things | am concerned about. | am of 
the same school of thought as T.J. Jack- 
son on case wall runout. | pick my cases 
by weight, but there is more to it than 
merely weighing the cases. Two cases 
that weigh the same may not have the 
same powder volume, unless certain di- 
mensions are also the same. It is also pos- 
sible to have two weighing considerably 
different, and have the same powder vol- 
ume, thus being matched cases. | don’t 
like shooting for selection because of all 
the variables that may make them shoot 
in the same hole. This sounds dumb, be- 
cause we want them in the same hole, but 
itis possible for two different cases to cre- 
ate the same chamber pressure. An ex- 
ample would be one that you pointed out, 
about four snug necks and one loose. If 
the loose one had slightly less volume, 
thus creating greater pressure, with the 
same powder charge, this would balance 
the four snug necks, making all five have 
equal pressure. This in turn would make 
them go in the same hole, but you still 
would not have matched brass. There are 
several more reasons why this happens 
and this is why | don’t like shooting to 
match cases. 

There are several reasons why cases 
become tight. Hot loads, soft brass, and 
too much head space on the first firing to 
name a few. Short, fat cases have more 
problems becoming tight than do longer 
ones. The longer the case the tighter it 
grips the chamber, and this helps keep 
the brass from flowing forward. Thin 
brass also helps this problem, in that it 
has more spring than thicker brass and 
springs back from chamber walls and 
shoulder after firing. | don’t think tight 
cases affect accuracy in a well set up 
benchrest rifle, even though all cases are 
not consistently tight. Tight cases make a 
rifle more difficult to shoot, so | prefer my 
cases to fit snugly and without difficulty in 
raising or lowering of bolt handle.

Dear Dave 

As for question #1, an aspect that just 
about everyone overlooks is the relative 
roughness of the inside case neck 
smoothing out with use, and now the 
necks are getting loose in their bullet hold- 
ing. This does not occur when the case 
necks are bored inside; this gives them 
the same smoothness as the outside from 
turning. | myself prefer moderate pres- 
sure to seat bullets. 

Question #2, relative to full length 
resizing. When firing moderate loads | 
have found very little need to resize. 
When firing hot loads (which you some- 
times have to do, for best results) | some- 
times have to resize. It seems to me that if 
| fired the cases about ten times with mod- 
erate loads before going to the hot loads, 
the cases seem to handle the hot loads 
longer (before needing resizing) than 
cases that had one fire forming, and then 
a steady diet of hot loads. 

Now this is theory only, but | have a the- 
ory that when the shooter starts his brass 
with hot loads right at the start, if the 
brass is soft, | think that it will flow, and 
cause the shoulder to thicken up. | would 
be more inclined to favor this theory than 
a theory about bad threads. 

| have had my best results with this 
method following. Let’s say you want a 
neck size of .009. First, bore the inside. 
Then turn the outside to give a thickness 
somewhere in the .0092-.0093 range. Fire 
the case with moderate loads two or three 
times (it will be tight), then final turn to 
.009. As you know, these tolerances are 
hard to hold with most equipment. 

| prefer to feel a slight pressure at the 
final closing of the bolt. | do not mix tight 
and loose cases, although | cannot prove 
any adverse effect from doing so. Still, it 
seems illogical, in a sport where we break 
our necks, and our pocketbooks, trying to 
have everything the same.

Dear Dave 

I’ve written and re-written this several 
times trying to arrive at some logical an- 
swers. It hasn’t gotten any better so will 
just express a few thoughts. 

Your questions are probably the most 
often asked among the bench rest clan. 
The first (case neck tension) is one that | 
will literally have to blunder about with 
simply because I’ve never been able to 
prove, to my satisfaction, what causes 
this inconsistency. 

| would assume that it has something 
to do with stresses (pressure) being ap- 
plied that slightly exceed the elastic limits 
of the brass. My experience with varying 
neck tension closely parallels yours. The 
only difference is | use the sizing button 
that provides a relatively tight grip on the 
bullet. Using your example, a .258” bush- 
ing all the time. 

| don’t think neck tension is nearly as 
important as the position of the bullet in 
relation to the lands, i.e. point of impact 
doesn't appear to change with varying 
tension but does with different seating 
depth. The tighter neck also provides 
some peace of mind when trying to get 5 
shots down range at the 30 second warn- 
ing, | feel that | can be a little less careful 
loading without disturbing bullet-case re- 
lationship. 

Question #2 — While mechanical 
problems could cause tight chambering, | 
feel the most common cause is high pres- 
sure. A quick look at bolt faces usually 
shows cratering or erosion caused by 
primer leakage. 


| don’t know the physical properties of 
the different lots of PPC brass but | think 
you would find there isn’t much difference 
in them. | would suspect there is a much 
greater difference in the pressure from 
various lots of powder and primers. Dr. 
Palmisano could probably enlighten us on 
this matter. 

There’s also a question of exactly how 
much powder everyone is using. Seems 
like we all keep adding powder until cases 
get tight but don’t bother to ever check 
the weight ona scale. Have seen 4 or 5 dif- 
ferent settings on various Culver mea- 
sures but all say 27.5. Guess it just has a 
nice ring to it! 


P.S. Cases seem to get tight with the 
same consistency as neck tension. No so- 
lution easily arrived at. 

The difficult bolt operation is distract- 
ing since it moves the rifle on the bags. 
Other than that | don’t worry about it and 
don’t feel that pure accuracy is affected. | 
don’t normally take a press to a match but 
always have extra fire-formed only cases. 
If necessary, I'll shoot these right in with 
the others. 

A little test for those who feel point of 
impact will change; have someone else 
load your rifle so you don’t know if it’s 
tight or loose and go ahead and identify 
the cases by impact point of the bullet. If 
you can’t prove a difference but still feel 
that there will be, by all means segregate 
your cases to your satisfaction. Your ag- 
gregates will reflect your peace of mind. 

Sorry | can’t be more positive with 
these answers but it’s the best | can do. 
Am anxious to read some of the other re- 
plies.

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drink. He started the Super Shoot using 
two brand new 6PPC rifles, each with 
twenty brand newcases, the rifles and the 
cases both having been prepared by two 
different gunsmiths, each of top reputa- 
tion. Because | was getting nagged by Liz, 
she got 40 new rounds, properly neck 
turned by a third benchrest gunsmith. We 
started the Supershoot using .260 sizing 
buttons, and were down to .259 buttons 
by the time we left. Next match at 
Mainville, started off with a .258 button, 
and halfway through the day, when | was 
starting to get rather remarkable vertical 
stringing, | found | had no neck tension on 
the bullet, and had to go to a .257 Wilson 
button, upside down in the Wilson tool. At 
Jim Greenawalt’s insistence (he’s bigger 
than | am) | measured case length. . . and 
the cases had lengthened from 1.490 to 
1.510 in two matches, without having 
been full-length resized in that time. The 
brass is flowing forward, and thinning (my 
hair is thinning, but it’s not flowing for- 
ward) in all four guns. But how come more 
of you characters are not going crazy with 
the same problem? Why me, Lord? 

Oh, yes, almost forgot. Remington has 
the 7mm BR brass in wide circulation.

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als, Bud Carden placed 15th, shooting a 
.222 Magnum at 100 yards only, and firing 
a .308 at 200 yards. (Don’t raise your eye- 
brows, it was a common practice back in 
65. Ralph Stolle won the big gun class 
that year shooting a .22x45 at 100 yards, 
and a .308 at 200 yards. And son Eldon 
Stolle placed fourth shooting similar com- 
bos. Ferris Pindell was 10th, shooting a 
.219 Donaldson Wasp at 100 yards, anda 
.308 at 200 yards). 

Even if we turned up a number of loads, 
| respectfully submit that they would 
probably be obsolete in 1986. Bud 
Carden, for instance, used BLC-1 pow- 
der, out of production for over 20 years 


now. Most of the loads that would be 
found (the late Bob Hart was partial to the 
.222 Magnum) will be based on 4198 pow- 
der settings, and that powder is pretty 
much out of favor these days. The obvi- 
ous powders today would have to be 
Norma 201 (getting darn difficult to lo- 
cate), H322 or T322. Start out with .222 
loads, which will be too light, and work 
your way up slowly from there. Seating 
depth is very important in the entire deuce 
family, the smallest of changes can mark- 
edly improve or worsen down range re- 
sults. A fourth possible choice is H335, 
but yours truly has little experience with 
that one.

At this time, | would like to propose that 
a new class for benchrest competition be 
established. This new class will consist 
of, but not be limited to, a gun of any 
weight, any action, any barrel configura- 
tion, any sights, and any stock, whether it 
be of wood, fiberglass, or metal. The rest 
shall be any rest, passive or active. 

| further propose that the calibers of 
.224, .243, and .308, be strictly forbidden. 
That the case capacity be within 10g- 


100g of water and that each gun be a 
“one of a kind” wildcat. A competitor will 
be required to have in his or her posses- 
sion, at the range, acomplete set of ream- 
ers and headspace gauges, with reamer 
drawings, forming die set and loading 
dies, manufactured by R.C.B.S., in order 
to be eligible for competition. Bullets may 
be either custom made or factory fabricat- 
ed, but will be limited to weights of 500g or 
less. Cases must be formed from Ameri- 
can made brass. Powder will be limited to 
the use of H-335 only, however, any prim- 
er will be acceptable.

regional match per year. Course of fire will 
be 3 - 20 shot groups at 100 yards and 3 - 
20 shot groups at 200 yards. Their shall 
be 15 minutes allowed for the firing of 
each match. No warm-ups will be allowed. 
300 yard competition will be optional. 
Moving and stationary backers will be 
mandatory. 

An additional two days shall be added 
to the Nationals, to accommodate this 
class.

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At the present time my master, having 
studied all about case preparation, is 
working out my diet. BR brass forming — 
the necessary steps pushing the shoul- 
ders back — trimming — reaming neck 
turning — deburing.

Once | discovered precision cast lead 
bullets could shoot just as accurately as 
Match Sierra bullets | had my job cut out 
for me. It was how to do it the same every 
time. Since one of my uncles used toruna 
foundry where | played as a kid, | was 
aware of what was required in handling 
molten metal and getting good castings. 
What most books on lead bullet castings 
have for information reads more like 
“witchcraft” than state of the the art. 

| guess it boils down to the word 
‘Control’. Try to use the same alloy mix 
in order to have the same bullet weight 
from session to session. My goal has 
been heavy bullets thus to have the great- 
est percentage lead that will heat treat to 
a maximum hardness of about 20-25 
BNH. Then | draw them back down to 
what | want. 1/2 wheel weight and 1/2 
lead plus one percent tin seems to cast

pretty good and give what | need. Straight 
wheel weight is OK but I can get lead easi- 
er than the wheel weights. It’s a terrible 
thing to say but straight linotype has to be 
the worst of all for accurate bullets as it’s 
too light and melts at too low a tempera- 
ture to resist gas erosion. 

Mold preparation is overlooked by 
many and assumed to be factory ready. 
Taint so. Get a magnifying glass and look 
at the bullet cavity and vent grooves 
closely. Many vent grooves will be found 
to be plugged where entering the mold 
cavity or burred over by the cutter. The air 
and gasses must be vented out as metal 
comes in as they found out in foundry 
practice a thousand years ago. Most 
molds trap the air nicely. (Now I’ve made 
bad friends with the mold makers). 

| use a3 corner Swiss file and clean up 
and deepen the vent grooves wherever 
needed and also check the faces for 
burrs. The sprue plate should be checked 
for flat with the edge of a steel rule to 
make sure it isn’t warped. For best cast- 
ing the sprue plate, if heavy enough, can 
actually be quite loose and just lay on top 
of the mold. Hensley and Gibbs uses a 
loose top sprue plate on their 4 cavity 
molds and those have to be the best and 
most accurate molds I’ve ever used. The 
plate probably acts as a poppet valve and 
lets the air out but no lead seems to follow 
because the bullet bases are flat without 
fins. Adjust the sprue plate screw so the 
plate has very little or no drag.

Every casting session | tear down the 
mold removing it from the handles, the 
sprue plate from top and carefully de- 
burring the works. Then applying a coat 
of the neatest stuff every, NEI ‘‘Mold 
Prep”’ to the cavity surfaces, both sides of 
the sprue plate, the dowel pins and holes 
and the top surface of the blocks where 
the sprue plate slides. This ‘‘mold prep”’ 
is a graphite and alcohol mixture that acts 
both as an insulation and lubricant, allow- 
ing easy flow of the metal and preventing 
sticking and galling of the blocks. Seems 
to work equally well on iron as well as alu- 
minum. Wish | knew about the stuff years 
ago. 

Now we are coming around to melting 
and temperature. Here there will be many 
yells and howls of protest as everyone 
knows how to judge temperature (7). 
Taint possible without two thermome- 
ters. One in the pot and one in the mold. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise just come 
over to the house and watch what hap- 
pens to bullet weight as one or the other 
varies. Sure, everyone weighs bullets 
who wants best accuracy, me too. But 
was the light bullet from an inclusion or 
temp change. Was the heavy bullet really 
heavy or again temp related. | noticed 
many writers are now recommending 
keeping the pot hot, like 800°F. | agree 
completely. 800° - 850° is ideal with lots 
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of kitty litter or oil dry absorbent on top to 
absorb the smoke and grease from remelt 
bullets and flux. Two pots are better than 
one, but the new 20 pound Lyman pots 
are great as the quantity acts as a cushion 
for temp change. 

Getting the thermometers in the mold 
blocks is like brain surgery, very delicately 
and precisely done. Carefully laying out 
the point to drill so the hole missing the 
cavity and handle slot is more than this ar- 
ticle will try to describe. There are a few 
large caliber molds it’s not possible to drill 
and miss all. If you want consistent bullets 
unfortunately it must be done. It’s not un-

usual to get a 2 grain weight spread froma 
100° temp change alone. Holding mold 
block temp within 15°F will keep the bullet 
within 1/10 grain in wt, and then you will 
know if you have air inclusion because of 
a sudden light bullet. Weighing as you 
cast is the only way it’s possible. Beware 
holding the mold against the pour spout of 
the pot, remember the air has to go some 
where as the metal is coming in. 

It’s better to spill extra metal against 
the sprue hole as it tops off to sort of feed 
the mold as the metal shrinks and solidi- 
fies, (foundry practice).

start casting and weighing, watching for 
full mold fill out, bullet weight and mold 
temperature. 

Letting the mold get too hot is actually 
necessary as then it’s just a matter of 
cooling down to the temp you noted 
where the best and heaviest bullets were 
produced. | have molds that like 300°, 
350°, 400°, 450° even one that makes 
best bullets at 500°. The hot ones must 
be dropped very gently on a soft cloth to 
avoid distortion, but it really works. All 
this is not slow, 10 Ibs of bullets or approx 
360 in two hours and most within a few 
tenths of the aim point should attract 
some attention. All else equal, a few sur- 
face defects with the proper weight didn’t 
seem to throw the bullets out of the group 
to my complete surprise. For some rea- 
son iron molds re-act the same as alumi- 
num regards bullet weight and tempera- 
ture. Another dividend from using soft 
alloy is the ease in sizing and mounting 
gas checks before heat treating. 

On my next casting session | will have 
and try a heat gun blower to pre-heat the 
mold right up to the desired casting temp 
as shown on the mold thermometer. This 
should deliver the first bullet perfectly if all 
the temps are correct rather than discard 
a bunch getting the mold up to temp and 
making a mess. 

Just weighing bullets without knowing 
what temp they were cast at is really play 
Russian Roulette with accuracy. 

Told you this wasn’t going to be 
easy.

Larry used a .22 Waldog, 40XBR action, 
Lyman-Siebert 30X scope, McMillan bar- 
rel, 24.5 grains of BLC-1 powder with his 
own 52 grain bullets, in a rifle smithed and 
stocked by himself. 


MERLIN HUBBARD, of Maple Hill, Kan- 
sas, same match, same class, same yard- 
age, fired an .099 group to just make it 
under the wire. Men, I’m a-gonna lay the 
cards on the table about this Merlin Hub- 
bard .099 group. The day after the 


Springfield shoot, | had 15 phone calls.

That Hub- 
bard group originally was hung on the 
wailing wall with a .100 measurement. 
Following which several shooters saw 
Mr. Hubbard skulk furtively into the scor- 
ing room, taking out his wallet as he en- 
tered.

HAROLD WOLF, of Sacramento, Califor- 
nia, at the Visalia range, sporter class, 
100 yards, on June 21st fired a nice .090 
group that fit right nicely between the tar- 
get lines (he sent the target). The good 
Mr. Wolf fired a 6 PPC, Hall action, Hart 
barrel, Lyman-Siebert 32X scope, 27.0 
grains of T322 with Harvey 68 grain bul- 
lets and Federal primers, in a rifle smithed 
by Mel lwatsubo, and stocked by Lee Six. 
The firing of his first ever official screamer 
group so excited Mr. Wolf that he couldn’t

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der of the weekend. Thus passes the 
glory. 


At this point, having done a bit of re- 
search on exactly what range was con- 
tested at Williamsport, Pa. that day, we 
will continue with official screamer 
news. 


LOWELL AMAND, of Lititz, Pennsylvania, 
on May 18th, at Williamsport, Pa., at a 
range of 1,000 yards, fired a ten shot 
group of 6.562 inches. Lowell used a .308 
Super (8mm Remington Magnum, necked 
to .30 caliber, a Savage action, Hart bar- 
rel, a venerable Bausch & Lomb 6x24 var- 
iable scope, 85 grains of experimental .50 
caliber military powder, 220 grains Sierra 
Matchking bullets and Remington prim- 
ers, in a rifle smithed by Gene Graybill, 
and stocked by himself. 


GREG ARMAND, of Lititz, Pennsylvania, 
same match, not only fired a 6.500 inch 
group, but put ’em all in the center of the 
target to boot. Greg used a .308 Super, 
Hart #4 action, Hart barrel, Unertl 24x 
scope, 84 grains of that same experimen- 
tal military .50 caliber powder with Sierra 
220 grain Matchking bullets and Federal 
primers, in a rifle smithed by Gene 
Graybill, and stocked by himself. 


GREG PEIFER fired a ten shot group of 
7.250 inches, allin the center, at the same 
match. No equipment details are 
known. 


Realize that these Williamsport groups 
are ten shot groups. Apply an approxi- 
mate factor of .70 to bring them to 5 shot 
groups (purely for discussion sake). They 
have been shooting one half minute of 
angle down there ... at 1,000 yards!

Dear Dave 

| just finished a weekend of fun doing 
some development work on a 7mm for 
hunter class. Before | give you my results, 
let me fill you in on some of the back- 
ground. 

| started shooting hunter class two 
years ago with a .30 Short, using a Rem- 
ington 700 action, and a 14 inch twist bar- 
rel. The case was a .308, shortened to 
1.782”, and a 28 degree shoulder. The 
best that | have ever shot with this was in 
my last match, a 245 score that was good 
for 5th place that day. My best load was 
35.0 grains of H322, giving me a velocity 
of 2650 f.p.s. out of a 24% inch barrel. 
Nosler 150 grain bullets gave the best ac- 
curacy, loaded just shy of the lands. 

One day | put 8 rounds through this rifle, 
testing for velocity. The chronograph 
readings were as follows: 

#1) 2614 #3) 2642 #5) 2656 #7) 2670 
#2) 2656 #4) 2643 #6) 2659 #8) 2657 

Shot #7 was noted to have a hard clos- 
ing bolt. The standard deviation for the 
eight rounds is 16.95, but if you throw out 
shot #1, the deviation drops to 9.66. 
When chronographing my new 7mm wild- 
cat, | have consistently found the first 
shot out of a clean, dry barrel to be com- 
pletely out of line with the readings for 
subsequent shots, and | have now re- 
signed myself to firing one shot as a fouler 
before | go on paper. 

Reading the articles about cases with 
small primers persuaded me to try them in 
the .30 short. | reached pressure signs 
with 38.0 grains of H322, using Nosler 
150 grain bullets and Federal 205m prim- 
ers. | found 40.0 grains of H335 to be a 
maximum load. Velocities reached were 
2684 f.p.s. with 38 grains of H322, and 

- 2691 f.p.s. with the 40 grains of H335. 

To fireform the cases, and to give me 
some idea of what powders and bullet 
weights to use with my new 7mm, | loaded 
five powders in assorted weights, made a 
trip to the local gun shop, picked up a box 
of Speer 115 grain hollow point bullets 
that were on sale, and CCI 200 primers in 
Norma cases. The following loads were 
maximum in my rifle: 


37.8 grains H322 2982 f.p.s. 
41.2 grains H335 3065 f.p.s. 
39.8 grains H4895 3044 f.p.s. 
39.0 grains 4320 2846 f.p.s. 


(Not maximum, but obviously 
too slow burning.) 


41.4 grains H380 2787 f.p.s. 
(Same as above, plus it was a 
compressed load.) 


| tried Remington BR cases, and they 
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gave me 3103 f.p.s. with 41.4 grains of 
H335, using the same Speer 115 grain 
bullets, and Federal 205m primers. 

| finally made it to the range with the lit- 
tle cuss, but was only able to fire four 
groups that day. The best measured 
.392, using a load of 37.4 grains of H322 
and GTB 107 grain bullets and Federal 
210m primers in Norma cases. I’m not a 
holy terror at group shooting, and that’s a 
good group for me. | might make mention 
that one shot made the group size . . . it’s 
not even touching the other four shots. | 
also shot my short 30 caliber wildcat that 
day; the 7mm had noticeably less recoil. 

| suspect that it is going to take me a bit 
of time to work out the question of best

seating depth. | am working with GTB bul- 
lets, and Speedy Gonzalez bullets; both 
measure .283 on the main body of the bul- 
let, and .284 on the base pressure ring. 
Until we get full diameter bullets the only 
thing | can advise is to make the throats 
as short as possible. 
| am very encouraged after this admit- 

tedly brief testing of 7mm. It gives the 
hunter class shooters a larger bullet to 
hopefully ‘‘touch the line’, and it will also ~ 
appeal to those who have not taken to the 
.30 caliber, because they wanted higher 
velocity and less recoil.

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With but a few exceptions, benchrest 
shooting has been dominated from its 
earliest days by a succession of wildcat 
cartridges. Only two commercially- 
available cartridges, the 222 Remington 
and the 308 Winchester, come to mind as 
having held the interest of shooters for 
any prolonged period. There have, of 
course, been other over-the-counter car- 
tridges which have held shooter interest 
for varying periods of time; but competi- 
tive benchrest, by and large, remains the 
world of the wildcat. 

The darling of today’s shooters — the 
6MM PPC — began life as a wildcat and 
seems destined to remain one for the 
forseeable future. Other than its obvious 
suitability as an accuracy cartridge, the 
PPC — at least the 6MM version — has 
relatively little to offer. While the 22 PPC 
has excellent potential as a varmint hunt- 
ing cartridge, those who have applied the 


6MM PPC to this sport have been any- 
thing but lavish in their praise. 

In spite of their classification as wildcat 
cartridges, the two original versions of 
the PPC are fairly legitimate ones. Loaded 
ammunition may not be available factory 
rolled; but reloading equipment is widely 
and easily obtainable without extra 
charges for ‘‘specials,’’ and reloading 
data has been published in a number of 
manuals. 

The records set — and set again — by 
the PPC are legend. More interesting is 
the fact that the PPC, while still itself a 
wildcat, has spawned any number of wild- 
cats (wildkittens?). While some — like 
Dan Dowling’s .22 Waldog — have 
gained a wider following than others, all 
have been the result of individuals’ efforts 
to bring us one step closer to that elusive 
one-hole group.

benchrest shooting is certainly not con- 
fined to the Varmint classes. The Hunter 
class shooters seemingly spend as much, 
if not more, time and money in their quest 
for the ultimate cartridge. Due to the case 
capacity requirements of Hunter class 
shooting, developments here have wider 
implications. Many of the cartridges used 
in Hunter class — besides having the ac- 
curacy potential for today’s high levels of 
competition — are excellent choices for 
the hunter. Not for everyone, mind you. 
But for those who don’t mind spending 
those cold, off-season nights forming this 
case from that, they deserve a second 
look. 

Ye Olde Editor, in an uncharacteristical- 
ly kind letter, once suggested a monthly 
column on wildcat cartridges would be a 
useful addition to the pages of Precision 
Shooting. His letter went on to suggest 
about 15 cartridges with which to ‘‘get 
things going.’’ Unfortunately, the list did 
not include many cartridges which pop up 
from time to time in equipment lists and 
didn’t include many of the contributions 
from the Hunter class shooters. 

Rather than follow Dave’s suggestion 
to ‘‘write’’ a monthly column on wildcats, | 
think it would be a great deal more inter- 
esting — and of decidedly more value to 
the readers of Precision Shooting — to

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tured cartridge. The input from those 
most experienced with a given cartridge 
would ensure the most accurate presen- 
tation of the needed information. 

Required of the ‘‘contributor’’ would be 
a couple of fireformed cases to be photo- 
graphed (one being adummy round with a 
bullet seated, the other an empty case) 
along with some basic information about 
the cartridge — the ‘‘why’’ of the car- 
tridge, how it’s formed, suggested loads, 
and chronograph data (if available). 

The column would — hopefully — in- 
clude those efforts by experimenters 
which have turned out to be less than 
hoped for — including those which have 
been downright duds ... information 
which might save a fellow shooter a whole 

‘lot of time, effort, and money. With 
Ackley’s two-volume work on cartridges 
becoming rapidly dated, we’re approach- 
ing a situation where the right hand does- 
n’t (or can’t) know what the left hand’s 
doing. At the present time, there doesn’t 
seem to be any other forum devoted to 
this type of information. 

Those who are willing to share their in- 
formation — whether or not their efforts 
have been successful — will find my ad- 
dress in the front of the magazine.

Dear Dave: 

It has been a while since | last mounted 
the soap box on behalf of .25 caliber com- 
petition, so I'll go once again. 

As | have maintained for some time we 
have about reached the ultimate with the 
6 PPC. This fine cartridge, given good 
barrels, good bullets and good powder 
has proven beyond any doubt that it is un- 
beatable, all efforts to the contrary. This 
being the case, it is, | maintain, time to 
move on to new fields. The most fertile 
new field appears to me to be .25 caliber. 
What has been done with 6mm could very 
well be repeated with .25 caliber if the col- 
lective talent of the bench rest fraternity is 
brought to bear. We have good barrels al- 
ready available. Good bullets are on the 
way. A basis for good cartridge design ex- 
ists in the 1.75” PPC, the small-primer 
30-30 and the basic BR brass. So why not 
go for it? 

Even the 6 PPC is not necessarily the ul- 
timate at 300 yards. The heavier .25 cali- 
ber bullets might well beat it at that range, 
even if inferior at 100 and 200. 

A couple of our better shooters — 


brave souls — are attempting to compete 
with .25’s today. One is shooting the 25 
BR, the other .250 savage. Neither is win- 
ning. The stimulus needed is a rule 
change requiring .25 caliber or larger in 
sporter class, or else a new class alto- 
gether, requiring all competitors to use 
the larger caliber. Were this to come 
about we would see development that 
would be truly meaningful to varmint 
hunters and other small game hunters. 
These people outnumber bench-resters 
by 3 to 1, at least. 

Speaking of a rule change, it would be 
well to allow 11-pound sporters to help 
offset the added recoil of the .25’s. Sore 
shoulders do not good groups make. 

If you see fit to print this letter | hope it 
will strike a nerve in a few hardy souls will- 
ing to try something new and different. 
The opportunity exists to make a real 
contribution here if only a group effort is 
made.

| don’t recommend using any Match type bullet for silhouette shooting as they are 
made to punch paper and have no cohesion between the core and the jacket. A hunting 
type bullet is far superior and the best to date has either the Nosler partition, Nosler solid 
base or the Hornady bullets for construction. 

We have used 31/4895 with the 140 grain bullets on the chickens, pigs and turkeys and 
used the 33/4895 (or 34) with the 140 grain bullets on the rams. | believe these loads are 
the minimum that should be used to insure good target knockdown with minimum recoil. 
A hard set ram may take a higher loading to insure a knockdown. 

The above loads may cause some cratering in mild steel targets, however, T-1 targets 


show little damage.

We are just getting set up as to compe- 
tition rules. While these guns differ some- 
what from yours, and range from Boyes 
rebarreled to 50 to B/R type 4 lug actions 
with 3 lever 2 oz. triggers and stainless 
match grade barrels, we need some basic 
rules for competition. 

While | don’t know exactly what we 
need, | can specify what we don’t need 
and maybe you could advise us as to an 
initial format. 

We don’t allow Class Ill weapons, nor 
cater to para military type individuals. 
This is to be, as much as possible, a civil- 
ian undertaking and competition. Return 
to battery and 100 Ib. iron works won't be 
appreciated by the people trying to ride 
recoil generated by a 45# gun. We all 
need the muzzle brakes (except those 
who are numb). | think the front rest 
should not hold (or bind?) the entire front 
end of the gun but don’t know how to 
phrase it so it’s workable. We want these 
people to carry their gun to the bench and 
shoot it off sandbags front and rear. Final- 
ly, we want to keep the rules as simple as 
possible for as long as possible, as diffi- 
cult as that is to do. 

Do you have a pamphlet for running one 
of your matches?? | doubt that we will be 
running moving backers as out to a 1000 
yards we will be shooting to butts. If we 
can set something up in a couple of spots 
in the nation, we want to shoot 2, or 3(?)5 
shot groups ala the Penn. long range boys 
and then shoot a steel circle 30” or so in 
diameter at 2000 yards, on a hit or miss 
point system for spectator appeal also. 
This is our hope. Right now the maximum 
distance | believe we have in Wisc. is 1000 
yards. 

Well, that’s it for me, Thanks for your 
time, | enjoy your rag, even if | don’t shoot 
benchrest. We are thinking abut trying to 
get something set up round here for that 
but it keeps coming down to the two peo- 
plein the group that still have to run every- 
thing, and | haven’t been able to find any 
more hours in the day.

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TURN ME ON — TURN ME OFF

How many times have you heard the 
statement: That turns me on or That 
turns me off? If | had a nickel for everytime 
| have heard it, | could probably afford one 
of those $1500 rifles that some of us 
benchrest shooters keep telling a new 
shooter he needs to get started in our 
game.

Now he proclaims the real reason he has 
driven 50 or 60 miles to attend this match. 
“I’m thinking of becoming a benchrest 
shooter.” 

The experienced competitor now 
slows his cleaning procedure down and 
exclaims, “Good, | think you will enjoy it.” 
The interested party asks, “Where do you 
think | should start — with the PPC?” Ex- 
perience now says, “Yes and it will cost 
you 1500 big ones to get started.” TURN 
ME OFF!!! This may sound like a fairy tale 
but within the last month | have personally 
heard and witnessed this scene at least 
three times. | can’t fathom that every 
shooter on the line spent 1500 big ones to 
get started in this game. If so, why are 
there so many gunsmiths that haven't re- 
tired yet? 


TURN ME ON!!! Why in the world didn’t 
experience just tell the stranger that yes 
the PPC would definitely be the way to get 
started, but then ask him if he has a favor- 
ite rifle and what kind it is. It just may hap- 
pen that the stranger has a Rem 40X ora 
Varmint Special in his closet. Within the 
realm of benchrest there are many differ- 
ent classes that the stranger could shoot 
with his existing equipment. For instance, 
with a Rem 40X and a Lyman targetspot 
scope, the stranger would be able to 
shoot in any of the varmint classes includ- 
ing varmint for score. If by chance he 
should have a Rem Varmint Spl with a var- 
iable scope or a scope under six power, 
he could try any of the classes in score 
shooting. What it all boils down to is that 
we must encourage the stranger to at 
least try our sport without telling him that 
you have to spend 1500 BIG ONES. Once 
he shoots a couple of times, he’ll either 
get hooked or drop out; in which case he 
has just added to the accuracy of his fa- 
vorite rifle. Just suppose he gets hooked, 
we all know darn well that the stranger will 
definitely have seen by this time what is 
competitive and what is not (if he hasn't, 
put him back on the boat to Lybia). So 
now comes the time that he goes looking 
for the fiber glass or graphite stock, the 2 
oz. trigger, the custom action, and a good 
gunsmith. He will spend the 1500 big 
ones, not because he has to, but, because 
now HE WANTS TO. 

| know that there are some people who 
don’t care whether or not our ranks are in- 
creased, but if we don’t start trying to at- 
tract new people into this game, we will go 
stagnate. New shooters mean new ideas

THE 1986 LONG DISTANCE CHAMPIONSHIPS 


It’s Bart Wieder’s Weekend at Mainville; 
He takes two yardages, both grand aggs, and the two gun. 


The Mainville Pa. club was blessed with 
unusually good weather on June 20 and 
21, for their Nate Boop Memorial Match, 
the 200/300 Yard Long Distance Champi- 
onships, and a PS Designated Match. 
This particular match history has turned 
up some less-than-great weather condi- 
tions in years past; more seasoned shoot- 
ers tell tales of 115° temperatures under 
the loading tarps, and winds that howled 
like banshees in the night. One who had 
never previously attended would get the 
impression, from listening to veterans of 
the match, that few ever left alive. 

Be all this as it may, for some unknown 
reason the grisly history of past years 
was not to be repeated in 1986. The 
weather, while warm, was not unbearable 
(no one observed frying eggs on the base 


of their arbor press), and at no point did 
the lighter shooters have to be pegged to 
the ground. No one was found to bemoan 
the break in long standing tradition. 

The match opened with the 300 yard 
light varmint stage on Saturday morning. 
Frankly the editor thinks this is a rotten 
thing to have to face the first thing in the 
morning, and if Mainville had any decen- 
cy, compassion or consideration, they 
would have an opening warmup at 25 
yards ... or 50 yards at the most. But in- 
stead they throw you into the maelstrom 
at dawn, armed only with a 10% pound 
rifle . . . firing target frames that are in the 
next county (to say nothing of the fact that 
your bullet has to cross an international 
date line to get there. Did you realize that 
when the target crews left the firing
